This campaign Is humorous because 
there Is nothing so obvious as real 
prosperity, nothing that requires less 
proof. The fact that the country has 
to be officially advised of its advent

its actuality 
shows the slim foundation for the. as- 
surances which 
are being given to 
the country and also the desperate de- 
sire'of the administration . to invoke 
this absolutely necessary conservator 
of the democratic rule. It Is a well 
understood rule among business'men 
that economic laws are inexorable 
and cannot be changed by artificial 
methods: 
Prosperity 
cannot 
be 
created by proclamation nor can its 
presence be denied when 
it actually 
exists 
The administration 
cannot 


hope.to convince a business man that 
he is nrosperous when his trial bal- 
ance shows a loss. . Prosperity for po- 
litical purposes cannot be created, it 
must develop naturally. 
The

crats are concerned with its slow de- 
velopment and afraid that it may ar- 
rive too late.

Washington, April 19.—Across the 
sea, they're waging a wcr, but it's 
mostly an overhead and underground 
war.No branch of the various foreign 
military 
services 
has 
come 
into 
greater prominence than their aero- 
nautics and In an effort to meet this 
advance, the American navy has or- 
ganized a naval flying school at 
Pensacola Florida, which will set the 
pace for Uncle Sam's flying men. 
This class of flyers will soon begin 
work. It will be composed of ten 
officers 
and 
twenty 
They are the men 
enlisted men. 
best qualified, 
physically and mentally for the avia- 
tion work. 
At Pensacola there are 
eight student aviators of the class of 
officers that was formed last year. 
A large number of applications 
from officers and men of the Navy 
and Marine 
Corps 
already are on, 


Die and before the class is finally 
formed in June, there will be other 
applications to consider and select.. 
The course of Instruction for offi- 
cers at the aviation school, consists 
of six weeks at the manufacturing 
plant of an aeroplane concern, after 
which the actual instruction ,in flying 
begins at the Pensacola Aeronautic 
Station. 
Uncle Sam pays his flyers well. 
The 
moment 
they 
begin 
their 
practice work at the station, the of- 
ficers receive a pay increase of 35%. 
The men have fifty percent of their 
salary added on at the same time. 
The work is hard and dangerous and 
the slightest physical defect will bar 
a man from the service. 
There la also another pay Increase 
for officers. 
As soon as they have 


qualified 
under the service tests, 
they receive an air-pilot's license 
and their pay Is increased 50%. 
The Navy now has four aeroplanes 
at the Pensacola aviation school for 
the 
-training of 
officers and men. 
Two more machines have .been order- 
ed and within a 
short time, 'three 
more will be ordered, 
bringing; the 
total quota up to nine machines. The 
motto of the'aviatlon service is safe- 
ty first • and there is little "circus" 
flying at the Pensacola school. The 
Idea of straightaway flying under 
wartime conditions is tn"e basis for 
the aeronautical training there.

against killed and wounded, four bil- 
lion* of war expenditure and indus^ 
trial and social disorganization and 
destruction in the southern states?

if any main item is omitted. 
In a 


large way all the dtibit and 
credit 


items affecting the United States are 
enumerated above. 


But was the civil war a matter only 


between states? 


Did not the civil war setUe a world 


problem and answer the question of 
whether one human being was to be 
hereafter born on this planet as the 
owner by divine risht over another 
man whom he could call his chattel 
slave, to be whipped or 
sold—the 


•white race by divine right dealing in 
the bodies and souls 
of men and 


•women born black? Southern slavery 
and the social and industrial organi- 
zation there perished by the only man- 
ner in which It could be put out of 
existence—in civil war, 
when men 


gave up their lives for principle. The 
south scorned the idea of selling US 
slaves to the nation. 
Slavery was its 


Institutional 
birthright, 
guaranteed 
by the Constitution. 


The world today Is staggered by the 


cost sheets of modern warfare. 


In eight months, seven empires and 


four nations or states hav* flown at 
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who wish the natives well but have 
not the opportunity of frequent .con- 
tact with them. 


ElComercia points out that at the 


Pan-American congress In Lima, in 
1913, a noted Argentine savant advo- 
cated a plan to unite South America 
in respect to the advocacy of temper- 
ance. Prohibition was to be the ulti- 
mate object, but it was thought that 
education along such lines by means 
of a campaign would prove very ef- 
fective for the present. Peru caught 
at the idea quickly. No concerted ac- 
tion resulted from the proposition, it 
is true, but .today the situation shows

Puerile 
are the statistics, idle the guess that 
can measure in money or time the 
war era upon which the world hag 
cow entered.

Clean cultivation and 
rich, soil are essential

Manure may be applied around the 
plant and Between the rows to keep 
up the fertility years after year. As 
soon as .the canes get eighteen inch- 
es long they 
should be nipped so 
they will'throw ut side branches; we 
do not expect any fruit till the vear 
after planting.' As soon as the fruit 
is picked, the fruiting canes should 
be cut out and burned to destroy in- 
sects and- funges growth. 
Many ob- 
ject to the'red raspberry because it 
sucks «o badly. However these suck- 
ers may be left to form a matted row 
eighteen inches wide . and 
not less 
then 
ten inches apart, treating all 
other guck«rs as- weeds. From these 
plants the patch can be enlarged as 
from the tips of .the black raspber- 
ries. If one has a wire fence the 
bushes may be set 
beside it- and 
trained and tied to the wire. In the 
spring --ihe black raspberries should 
be cut back to the bend in the cane, 
or to vigorous growth, the red also. 
Should- be .cut back to vigorous 
shoots. 
Then everything should be 
well cultivated.. Don't, let 
a ' weed 
grow. As the black berry needs the 
same' .treatment as the black rasp- 
berry.
